VATICAN CITY I Finally at rest after years of 
debilitating disease, Pope John Paul IPs body 
lay in state Sunday, his hands clutching a rosa- 
ry, his pastoral staff under his arm. Millions 
prayed and wept at services across the globe, as 
the Vatican prepared for the ritual-filled funer- 
al and conclave that will choose a successor. 

Television images gave the public its first 
view of the pope since his death: lying in the 
Vatican’s frescoed Apostolic Palace, dressed 
in crimson vestments and a white bishop’s 
miter on his head. A Swiss Guard stood on 


either side as diplomats, politicians and cler- 
gy paid their respects at his feet. 

An estimated 100,000 people turned out 
at St. Peter’s Square for a morning Mass and 
thousands more kept coming throughout the 
day, filling the broad boulevard leading to 
St. Peter’s Basilica. They clutched rosaries 
and newspaper photos of the late pontiff as 
they stood shoulder-to- shoulder to pray for 
the soul of “our beloved John Paul.” 


Around the world, bells tolled for the man 
who reigned for longer than all but two of 
his predecessors and was credited with help- 
ing bring down communism in Europe and 
spreading a message of peace during his fre- 
quent travels around the world. 

John Paul, who was 58 when he was elect- 
ed the first non-Italian pope in 455 years, 
also left a legacy of conservatism. He opposed 
divorce, birth control and abortion, the ordi- 
nation of women and the lifting of the celiba- 
cy requirement for priests, nicole winfield (ap)

Pope Leaves Mixed Legacy 


Despite his popularity, 
John Paul II oversaw 
struggle in U.S. church 

For all of his inspiring qualities 
— personal charm, deep spiritu- 
ality, acceptance of other faiths — 
Pope John Paul IPs tight grip on 
church leadership and unwilling- 
ness to change unpopular teachings 
clashed with the more democratic 
approach that many of the 65 mil- 
lion U.S. Catholics favor. 

At the end of his pontifi- 
cate, John Paul leaves behind an 
American church uplifted by his 


piety, yet struggling with several 
of the same problems that preced- 
ed him: a dramatically shrinking 
U.S. priesthood, disagreement over 
the proper role for lay leaders, and a 
growing conservative-liberal divide 
over sexuality, women’s ordination 
and celibacy for clergy. 

The cry for greater lay influence 
grew loudest after the sex abuse cri- 
sis erupted in 2002 with revelations 
that many U.S. bishops had moved 
predatory clergy among parishes 
without alerting the public. 

In five visits to the United States, 
more than any of his predecessors, 
John Paul gained religious celebrity. 


especially among young people. 

Despite this appeal, he could not 
ease one of the church’s most urgent 
problems: the shortage of priests. 
Their ranks dropped by more than 
15,000 during his pontificate. 

Faced with this lay surge, John 
Paul, through prayer and public 
statements, tried to preserve the 
special role of the priesthood and 
defend its all-male status. 

John Paul’s full impact on the 
U.S. church will be seen more clearly 
as the generation of priests he influ- 
enced become pastors and bishops, 
and minister to lay people seeking

Red Lake May Face a Grim Reality

Reservation reels from 
likelihood that several 
knew of shooting plot 

RED LAKE, MINN. I As the feder- 
al investigation into the deadly 
attack at a high school on the Red 
Lake Chippewa reservation contin- 
ues, residents are struggling with a 
mounting fear that their own chil- 
dren might have known about the 
plot or been involved. 

Dozens of students have been 
questioned about the crime. Federal 
agents this weekend seized scores of 
computers from students’ homes, as 


well as from computer labs at Red 
Lake High School. 

And as the days pass, political 
and family lines of loyalty have 
grown blurred in this complex 
community of 5,000. 

Floyd “Buck” Jourdain Jr., the 
tribe’s current chairman, saw his 
16 -year- old son, Louis, arrested 
last Sunday and charged in connec- 
tion with the shootings that left 10 
dead. At least one-third of the vic- 
tims were related to former or cur- 
rent political rivals of the Jourdains. 
And gunman Jeffrey Weise, 16, is 
a distant cousin of Louis’. 

Authorities declined to say what

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role Louis Jourdain might have 
played in the rampage. But sources 
familiar with the probe and speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity said 
investigators have uncovered e-mails 
and other evidence the two young 
men had discussed the attack.

Dow told a group of parents and 
teachers on Friday that other stu- 
dents might have been involved in 
planning the attack — or at least 
knew about it in advance. 

“We need to make sure there’s 
no one else,” Dow explained. “We’re 
still trying to figure things out.”

Study Finds 20% 
Of 9th-Grade Kids 
Have Had Oral Sex 

CH IC AGO I About one in five ninth- 
graders report having engaged in 
oral sex and almost one -third say 
they intend to try it during the next 
six months, a small study of teens at 
two California schools reports. 

The teenagers, whose average 
age was 1434, also say oral sex is 
less risky, more common and more 
acceptable for their age group than 
intercourse. 

The researchers surveyed 580 
ethnically diverse ninth-grad- 
ers in two California public high 
schools. 

The study, although limited by 
the small number of teenagers sur- 
veyed in only two schools, is still 
interesting, said Dr. Robert Blum 
of the Johns Hopkins Bloomberg 
School of Public Health. He was 
not involved in the research. 

“Adults are sitting there yelling 
at each other about abstinence, con- 
doms, oral contraception and abor- 
tion, and kids have found their own 
path,” Blum said. 

The study appears in April’s edi- 
tion of the journal Pediatrics, pub-

Akayev Set 
To Resign 
Presidency 

MOSCOW I Kyrgyz President Askar 
Akayev said he will formally step 
down Monday a move that would 
help pave the way for elections and 
solidify order in his country less than 
two weeks after he was forced to flee 
to Russia amid mass protests. 

Akayev announced his plans 
after a three -hour meeting Sunday 
in Moscow with representatives of 
Kyrgyzstan’s interim leadership. 

Akayev and Omurbek Tekebayey 
the speaker of the Kyrgyz parliament 
and one of Akayev’s longtime oppo- 
nents, said the resignation would be 
a significant step toward restoring 
stability in Kyrgyzstan. 

The resignation of Akayev, who 
led Kyrgyzstan since 1990 before it 
gained independence in the Soviet 
collapse, would ease political ten- 
sion between the nation’s interim 
leaders, who have disagreed over 
how to move forward, (ap) 


Impasse that choked 
progress after Iraq’s 
historic election ends 

BAGHDAD I The secret votes were 
read out one by one, the tally kept 
with black marks on a white board 
— a symbol of Iraq’s struggle for 
a transparent democracy and its 
attempt to reach out to the Sunni 
minority for the first speaker of a 
two -month- old parliament. 

Perhaps as important as the sym- 
bolism was the fact that the vote for 
Industry Minister Hajim al-Hassani 
may have broken an angry dead- 
lock that had snarled progress on 
selecting a new government for 62 
days since the country’s first free 
elections in half a century. 

Deputies still face difficult choic- 
es for Cabinet posts, however, and 
failed again Sunday to name a new 
president — broadly expected to be 
Kurdish leader Jalal Talabani. That 
choice and the selection of two vice 
presidents were put off until a 
Wednesday session. Once the presi- 
dent and his deputies are selected, 
they have 14 days to choose a prime 
minister, the most powerful position 
in Iraq’s envisioned government hier- 
archy. That job was widely believed 
reserved for Ibrahim al-Jaafari, of 
the Shiite Muslim majority. 

Pressure is building on par- 
liamentarians, with some grow- 
ing frustrated over the slow pace 


of forming a government, because 
they have an Aug. 15 deadline to 
write a permanent constitution — 
a task that cannot be undertaken 
until a government is in place. 

Sunday’s selection of al-Hassani, 
one of only 17 Sunni Arabs in par- 
liament, appears to signal progress 
in the political tussle over selecting 
politicians for key Cabinet posts, a 
process that had been stalemated 
by disagreement over how to reach 
out to the Sunnis, traci carl (ap) 


BAGHDADI Critics say the new speak- 
er, who lived much of his adult life 
in the United States, will have little 
influence as he tries to persuade 
the Sunni com- 
munity to resist 
the insurgency. 

Even though 
Hajim al- 
Hassani’s Iraqi 
Islamic Party 
pulled out of the 
government over 
the U.S.-led assault on Fallujah last 


year, al-Hassani refused to leave his 
job as industry minister. 

“How could we just trust such a 
traitor?” asked Osama Abdulfatah, 
a 30 -year-old architect. 

Al-Hassani later helped with 
reconstruction efforts in parts of 
the city that were heavily damaged 
in the assault. 

The new speaker received a 
doctorate in agriculture from the 
University of Connecticut in 1990 
and a master’s degree from the Uni-

Zimbabwe Opposition Caiis for New Vote 


Victory by Mugabe’s ruling party called flawed 


HARARE, ZIMBABWE I Zimbabwe’s 
embattled opposition on Sunday 
demanded new parliamentary 
elections under a different consti- 
tution, saying voting can never be 
free and fair under the current leg- 
islative framework. 

President Robert Mugabe’s party 
scored an overwhelming win in a 
poll Thursday condemned by all 
but his closest African neighbors 
as severely flawed. 

Citing major inconsistencies 


in the results, opposition leader 
Morgan Tsvangirai maintained 
Sunday that his Movement for 
Democratic Change, or MDC, 
won 94 of Parliament’s 120 elect- 
ed seats, and not the 41 announced 
by electoral officials. MDC officials 
did not specify how they calculated 
the figure. 

Mugabe’s ruling Zimbabwe 
African National Union-Patriotic 
Front, ZANU-PF, claimed 78 seats, 
according to official results. Under

Zimbabwean law, Mugabe appoints 
another 30 seats, giving his party a 
more than two -thirds majority. 

Opposition leaders and inde- 
pendent rights groups said years of 
violence, intimidation and repres- 


sive laws skewed the election in 
Mugabe’s favor before it started 
— a view echoed by Britain and 
the United States. 

“As long as we run elections 
under the same set of conditions, 
there is no way that elections will be 
free and fair,” opposition spokesman 
William Bango said Sunday. 

Tsvangirai did not specify how a 
new constitution would be drawn up, 
or new elections conducted. David 
Coltart, an opposition spokesman, 
suggested the United Nations might 
have to step in. rodrique ngowi (ap)

Rabin’s Grave Vandalized 

The graves of slain Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and his wife 
were found defaced in a Jerusalem 
cemetery Sunday, the latest in a wave 
of such incidents that police say may 
be linked to ultranationalist Jews. 
A police statement said the names 
on the graves were sprayed over with 
black paint and the words “murder- 
ing dog” written in Hebrew. Rabin 
was assassinated in 1995 by an ultra- 
nationalist Jew opposed to his moves 
for peace with the Palestinians. His 
widow died of cancer in 2000. (ap) 


U.N. Envoy Says Syrians to 
Leave Lebanon by April 30 


DAMASCUS, SYRIA I Syria plans to 
pull all its troops and intelligence 
agents from Lebanon by April 30, 
and a U.N. team could be dis- 
patched to verify the withdrawal, a 
U.N. envoy said Sunday after meet- 
ing President Bashar Assad. 

The full withdrawal will mark 
the end of Syria’s 29 -year military 
presence in Lebanon and will help 
to relieve the international pressure 
on Damascus. 

U.N. envoy Terje Roed-Larsen 
said Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 


al-Sharaa had informed him “all 
Syrian troops, military assets and 
the intelligence apparatus will have 
been withdrawn fully and complete- 
ly” by April 30, at the latest. 

Roed-Larsen said the Syrian 
commitment implies all its secu- 
rity forces will be withdrawn in line 
with the 1989 Taif agreement, which 
paved the way for the end of the 
Lebanese civil war, and U.N. resolu- 
tion 1559, which called for Syria to 
withdraw its troops and stop inter- 
ference in Lebanon, (ap)

Area Catholics Grieve Pope 


McCarrick travels to Rome for papal selection 


WASHINGTONIA day after the death 
of Pope John Paul II, Sunday mass 
for many Catholics in the area 
became a somber memorial for 
their departed leader. 

In his homily at the Cathedral 
of Mary Our Queen in Baltimore, 
Md., Cardinal William Keeler remi- 
nisced about the pope, telling stories 
about his presence, sense of humor 
and devotion to the church. 

“He went around the world ... 
lifting his voice in teaching and 
also in prayer,” said Keeler, the 
archbishop of Baltimore. 


Keeler reflected on the pontiffs 
visit to Baltimore in 1995, when he 
celebrated mass 
at Oriole Park at 
Camden Yards. 

“With the 
sign of the cross, 
he transformed 
that stadium into 
an outdoor cathe- 
dral,” he said. 

In the District, Cardinal 
Theodore McCarrick led morning 
services for the pontiff before fly- 
ing to Rome, where the Archbishop 


of Washington will be one of 117 
Roman Catholic cardinals under 
the age of 80 who will vote on a 
new pope. 

McCarrick said the church isn’t 
ready for an American pontiff and 
said the job isn’t meant for him. He 
was expected to arrive in Rome at 
7:45 a.m. Monday and stay until a 
new pope is chosen. 

In Virginia, Religious broad- 
caster Pat Robertson expressed his 
remorse Saturday at the death of 
Pope John Paul II, calling the lead- 
er of the Roman Catholic Church 
“the most beloved religious leader” 
of his time, (ap)

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Metro Learns Conflict 
Resolution Techniques 


WAS H I N GTO N I The next time aMetro 
Transit Police officer is tempted to 
arrest someone for eating a candy 
bar or french fry on the train they 
may think twice. 

A mandatory training workshop 
for about 380 officers is wrapping up 
this week. It’s designed to help offi- 
cers better understand their reac- 
tions to tense situations and think of 
new ways to resolve conflicts. 

Officers said they meet down- 
right hostile behavior from pas- 
sengers almost daily, and custom- 
ers who allegedly refuse to comply 
with officers have created some high 
profile conflicts. 

Metro hired outside consultants 
to conduct the conflict management 


training courses at a cost of about 
$28,000. 

Robert Pruitt, who conducted 
the training, led officers through 
role playing exercises ranging from 
how to deal with minor offenses 
like having food on the Metro to 
a near riot on a Metrobus. 

Transit Police Chief Polly 
Hanson said training could change 
the way officers approach passen- 
gers, but she doesn’t expect signifi- 
cant changes. 

“I don’t know that we had sig- 
nificant problems,” Hanson said. 
“I just want to make sure I’m giv- 
ing them every tool that they can 
possibly have to be the most effec- 
tive.”

What’s proper etiquette if you’re 
leaving a job and a co-worker says,

Let’s Talk I Sign Language Interpreter 


TAMAR JACKSON, 33 

JOB: Interpreter at Sign Language 
Associates in Silver Spring, Md. 
SALARY: Ranges from the mid-

WHAT SHE DOES: Jackson bridges 
the language barrier between sign 
language and spoken English. Most of 
hertime is spent atthe National Insti- 
tutes of Health, where she interprets 
staff meetings, presentations and 
one-on-one talks. She occasionally 
works in doctors’ offices and hospital 
emergency rooms — she’s been on- 
hand for several births, but also had 
the task of conveying to deaf parents 
thattheir child may have cancer. She 
also works via video relay, a way for 
deaf peopleto make phone calls using 
a camera hooked up to their computer. 
They sign to the interpreter, who 
completes the call and speaks to the 
hearing person on the other end. In-

terpreting can require a bit of “cultural 
mediation,” such as explaining to a 
hearing person thatthey should speak 
directly to the deaf person, ratherthan 
to Jackson, or smoothing over the 
sometimes straightforward style of 
deaf communication, which can seem 
brash tothe hearing. 

WOULD YOU WANT HER JOB? The 
road to communication can be replete 
with potholes. In the fast-paced ER, 



patience can be in shortsupply and 
the circumstances trying. Interpreting 
can be hampered if a patient’s arms 
or head are immobilized, for example 
(theface is used to modify signs). At 
the NIH, Jackson must finger-spell 
her way through an alphabet soup of 
acronyms and termsfor which there 
are noformal signs. Asking afast 
speakerto slow down doesn’t always 
help: “He or she will slow down for 
about two orthree sentences, then 
they’re off and running.” And, she 
said, people would be “stunned” 
to hear the volume of hemming and 
hawing that clutters everyday speech. 
“I’ve heard, literally, people talkfor 
aboutthree orfour minutes and not 
say anything.” 

HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: There’s 
currently a demand for more interpret- 
ers, especially as video relay grows 
more popular, said Beckford. Many of 
SLA’s interpreters have Certificates 
of Interpretation, Certificates of 
Transliteration, or both (like Jackson), 
from the Registry of Interpreters for 
the Deaf. RID members follow a strict 
code of ethics dictating confidentiality 
and neutrality in interpreting.

Toolbar Suite, and Yahoo Desktop 
Search are still in beta, which could 
explain why Yahoo kept crashing 
on one test machine while MSN 
refused to index a laptop. Google, 
which recently left beta, worked fine 
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SEARCH ME: Yahoo’s Desktop Search indexes the names and contents of files. 


on both but has other flaws. 

All three programs, available 
only for Windows XP and 2000 
machines, index file names as well 
as contents, so a search for “stupid- 
ity” generates documents with that 
word buried inside. 

For music, photos and video, 
the programs look for “metatags” 
that carry song names and other 
descriptions. 

MSN and Yahoo both claim to 
handle more than 200 file types, 
though MSN needs a plug-in to 
fully scan PDF documents. Google’s 
scans more than a dozen, the ones 
you’re most likely to need. 

All three programs index 


e-mail using Microsoft’s Outlook 
and Outlook Express software, 
but Google also handles Mozilla- 
based products, such as Netscape 
and Thunderbird. 

Google stands out in recording 
Web sites you’ve visited. Say you saw 
in interesting article but could no 
longer find it on the Web. Google’s 
program can retrieve it from your 
computer, even if you had never 
saved it. 

That feature cuts both way, how- 
ever: Perhaps you DON’T want your 
computer to remember everything 
you’ve ever browsed — especially 
if you’ve been goofing off at work.

But Nationals drop 
exhibition to Mets in 
first game in new home 

NATIONALS I Less than two hours 
before the first pitch of the 
Washington Nationals’ exhibition 
debut at RFK Stadium on Sunday, a 
Verizon employee was installing two 
telephones in the home dugout. 

Across the diamond, someone 
mopped the visiting dugout’s floor. 
People scaled ladders to stick yellow 
tape along the top of the outfield’s 
green fence. 

The mad dash to ready RFK 
for baseball got its first test — and 
everyone from team officials to 
manager Frank Robinson to play- 
ers to fans gave a similar assess- 
ment after the Nationals’ 4-3 loss 
to the New York Mets: 

Wow, they pulled it off! Now 
there are 134 weeks to iron out 
whatever wrinkles remain ahead 
of the April 14 home opener against 
the Arizona Diamondbacks. “I com- 
pare it to playing off-Broadway,” 
Robinson said. “Get the kinks out 
and get ready for opening night.” 

There were still signals that 
Sunday was merely a dress rehears- 


al. That’s understandable, given that 
RFK hasn’t housed a baseball team 
since the Senators left in 1971- 
Signs warned passers-by they 
were approaching a “hard hat area.” 
The lockers in the Nationals’ club- 
house were missing nameplates. 


There wasn’t enough dirt in the 
bullpens. The pitching mound — 
retractable, so it can be lowered for 
Major League Soccer games — had 
an odd lip on its front. 

But, as catcher Brian Schneider 
put it: “The biggest surprise was 


how good the field looked.” 

Two quirks immediately appar- 
ent were the large foul territory and 
the way balls carry. Three of the first

five hits went over the recently con- 
structed fence: Ryan Church hit a 
three-run shot in the second inning 
for Washington, and Cliff Floyd and 
David Wright homered consecutive- 
ly in the fourth for New York.

The Nationals sold 25,453 tick- 
ets for the game; the Expos drew 
crowds that large just twice in 81 
home games last season. 

“Not that we were uneasy 
about being here, but it’s a new 
place. You’re a little uncomfort- 
able,” reliever Joey Eischen said. 
“But when you walk out and your 
fans give you that kind of reception 
— and they boo the first Met — you 
know you’re in the right place to play

DOPING I Tampa Bay outfielder Alex 
Sanchez was suspended 10 days for 
violating Major League Baseball’s 
new doping policy, the first play- 
er publicly identified under the 
league’s tougher rules for steroids 
and other performance -enhancing 
substances.

A Visible Decline 


The pope’s life ended

VATICAN CITY I He released a dove 
from his apartment window, and 
chuckled in delight as it flew back 
into his room. 

He touched his throat, strug- 
gling to speak from his hospi- 
tal room after surgery to insert a 
breathing tube in his windpipe. He 
pounded a lectern in apparent frus- 
tration after trying — and failing 
— to greet the faithful. 

These were some of the last poi- 
gnant public images of Pope John 
Paul II, who spent his final days 
shielded from a world so accus- 
tomed to seeing him. 

Millions were moved Sunday as

video of the pope’s body lying in state 
at the Vatican’s Apostolic Palace was 
beamed around the globe. But for 
many Roman Catholics, the photo- 
graphs and footage of John Paul in 
the last weeks of his life stir even 
deeper emotions. 

There was the pope brushing a 


hand over his throat in late February 
during a silent appearance at a win- 
dow to Rome’s Gemelli Polyclinic 
hospital after doctors fitted him 
with a breathing tube. 

To be sure, other far more cheer- 
ful images will endure: photos of the 
pope in his prime, on skis or in hiking 
boots and a parka, or jokingly cup- 
ping his fists over his eyes as though 
peering through binoculars — for 
years a hot- selling Rome postcard. 

But visions of the pope’s pub- 
lic health battles will also live on, 
reminders of the frailty and vul- 
nerability — as well as the cour- 
age — of John Paul’s final weeks.

Tall Order 

VATICAN CITY I Roman Catholics and 
others began to speak out Sunday 
about their hopes — and expec- 
tations — for a new pope, as the 
intense guessing game began over 
who would succeed John Paul II in 
leading the Church. 

Only one thing is certain: The car- 
dinals must decide whether to follow 
John Paul II with another non-Italian 
or hand the papacy back to its tradi- 
tional caretakers. 

Cardinal Bernard Panafieu, one 
of five French prelates with a papal 
vote, said Sunday he hoped for some- 
one “who dynamizes the people — 
God’s people — as John Paul II did. 
At the same time, a man who has an 
international sense, of the opening 
of Catholicism to the world.” 

The Polish-born John Paul was the 
first non- Italian pope in 455 years 
and brought a new vitality to the 
Vatican, challenging parochial atti- 
tudes throughout the church. One 
view — echoed from outside Roman 
Catholicism by Anglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu — holds that the papal 
electors will want to maintain the 
spirit by recognizing the Roman 
Catholic influence outside Europe 
in Latin America and Africa. 

Another theory suggests that the 
Italians will press to reclaim the papa- 
cy after John Paul’s 26 -year reign. 

There is no clear favorite when the 
117 cardinals begin their secret con- 
clave later this month. BRIAN MURPHY (A P) 


THE ROAD TO THE PAPACY 

The process of selecting a new 
pope under rules laid down by 
Pope John Paul II in 1996:

PITCHMAN I Maverick actor 
Matthew McConaughey is bring- 
ing the adventurer Dirk Pitt to life 
in “Sahara.” 

To publicize the film based on the 
Clive Cussler novel, McConaughey 
has hit the road in his pickup, haul- 
ing a customized Airstream trailer 


emblazoned with the “Sahara” logo 
and images from the movie. 

His cross-country trek has 
taken him from his ranch out- 
side of Austin, Texas, to New 
York, Philadelphia, Kansas City, 
Los Angeles and several stops in 
between. He visited Robins Air 
Force Base in Macon, Ga., to screen 
the sweeping action- adventure for 
the troops. 

“It’s not about being subtle,” 
said McConaughey. “We’re going 


door to door.” 

In “Sahara,” he and lifelong pal 
A1 Giordino (Steve Zahn) embark on 
an adventure to recover a Civil War 
battleship with a secret cargo. Clues 
lead to the African desert, where 
Dirk and A1 join forces with a beau- 
tiful doctor (Penelope Cruz). 

Though most of Pitt’s adventures 
take place at sea, the producers saw 
“Sahara,” one of the most popular 
novels in the series, as having the 
greatest commercial potential. 


McConaughey and Zahn hung 
out in London awhile before tak- 
ing off for Morocco to train with 
Navy SEALs. The training helped 
the actors cement their friendship, 
get in physical shape and into the 
right frame of mind, they said. 

If “Sahara” is a hit at the box 
office, McConaughey is ready 
for more adventures, though it is 
uncertain which of Cussler’s novels 
will be adapted next. “I’m going to 
have some other harebrained idea 
of treasure that I’m hunting,” he 
said. “I’m going to meet another 
beautiful woman who’s trying to 
solve a conflict. And hopefully 
we’ll end up in a nice place like

Merle Haggard talks 
about touring with 
Dylan and shutting up 

LEGENDS I Grammy Award win- 
ner, Country Music Hall of Famer, 
the Poet of the Common Man, 
Merle Haggard for many is coun- 
try music. Despite his impressive 
achievements. Haggard is still a 
risk-taking live performer and 
remains prolific in the studio. The 
67-year- old star has just begun a 
major tour with another legend. 
Bob Dylan. 

His recent collection of stan- 
dards, “Unforgettable Merle 
Haggard” has been critically hailed. 
Now Haggard is putting the final 
touches on a much-anticipated proj- 
ect that reunites “Hag” with legend- 
ary producer Jimmy Bowen. 

Singer, songwriter, guitar player, 
live performer — which part of your 
game is most rewarding to you? 

Personally, probably the guitar 
playing. That’s what started this 
whole thing, my interest in that 
instrument. It’s like golf to some 
other people; it’s important to me 
that I play good. 

It seems you’ve always been aware 
that less can be more when it 
comes to guitar playing. 

Oh, yeah. I learned that from 
Grady Martin. Lay in the weeds 
and wait, and when you get your 
chance to say something, say some- 
thing good. 

How did this tour with Bob Dylan 
come about? 

I had my itinerary set to do some 
light touring in the spring and ease 
my way through the year, and Bob 
Dylan calls and wants me to tour 
America with him. And he’s not just 
talking about once and awhile, it’s 
40 out of the next 60 days. 

I’ve heard that most people who 
tour with Dylan don’t get a chance 
to talk to him. 

I don’t know. I’ve rubbed shoul- 
ders with him before and he just 
sorta grunts.

You spoke out in defense of the 
Dixie Chicks during the contro- 
versy a couple of years ago. How 
do you reconcile that with your 
Tightin’ Side of Me” and “Okie 
From Muskogee” fans? 

What knocked my hat off was 
the way people attacked them. My 
response didn’t come until some 
time later. I let it all go down and 
watched it happen and thought, 
“Now, wait a minute. Is this not 


America? Are we not at war for 
freedom?” 

It disturbs me that this country is 
so seriously divided over this war. I 
don’t think since the Civil War have 
we been so divided about something. 
Since when is it new for grandma 
to be against war? 

What would you say is the most 
important lesson you’ve learned in 
the music business? 

Keep your opinions to yourself 
I think it’s important that I stay 
neutral on politics and remain 
hard to understand. There’s some 
things that have got to happen. 
We’ve got to regain control — the 
people. “For the people, of the peo- 
ple,” all that — that’s not the cur- 
rent situation. 

We are under control, and if peo- 
ple don’t realize that, they haven’t 
looked around. And if they’re not 
paranoid, they haven’t thought

You’ve worn the 
costume; now read 
the ‘Star Wars’ book 

T I E - 1 N S I For much of April, fantasy 
writer Matthew Woodring Stover 
will be on a book tour that should 
require only two words to bring 
in hundreds of fans at each stop: 
“Star Wars.” 

“Star Wars: Episode III — 
Revenge of the Sith,” which spells 
out the last dark steps the once 
good-hearted young Anakin 
Skywalker takes to become the 
villain Darth Vader, opens in the- 
aters May 19. 

But those who want a “Sith” fix 
right away can read Stover’s novel- 
ized version of the script published 
by Del Rey. Del Rey has enough con- 
fidence in the book to release it in 
hardcover, with an announced first 
printing of 650,000. 

In publishing, few other movies 
can claim such a franchise. Between 
novelizations, spin-off series and 
other titles, more than 70 million 
“Star Wars” books are in print. 

Like other novelizations, Stover’s 
book was made possible through 
close cooperation among the author, 
the publisher and the filmmakers. 
Revisions were dictated both by the 
editing process, including a line- 
by-line review by Lucas, and by 
changes in the script itself. 

“What you had was primarily 


alteration in the order of certain 
scenes,” Stover said, “although in 
the beginning of the film, there 
were several events removed that 
I had spent a long time trying to 
shoehorn into the novel.” 

Stover acknowledges that the 
novel gives away much of the film’s 
story, but doesn’t worry that fans 
will be satisfied by the book alone. 
He considers “Star Wars” a modern 
myth, less about a surprise plot twist 
than about the experience, shared 


with millions, of seeing a story told 
over and over. 

He acknowledges that “Revenge 
of the Sith” is “Lucas’ baby” and that 
writing the book will not bring him 
blockbuster wealth, at least right 
away. 

“But ... this takes me from being 
a respected, but little-known fan- 
tasy writer to being one of the best 
known fantasy writers in America. 
That’s something you can’t figure in 
dollars and cents.” hillel italie (ap)

Hardee’s meat treats 
are born of research 
and careful design 

In the fast-food equivalent of a 
research-and-development depart- 
ment, Hardee’s is trying to build a 
better — and perhaps more colos- 
sal — burger. 

The test kitchen on the top floor 
of a downtown St. Louis, Miss., 
office tower already has turned 
out the Monster Thickburger, a 
1,420 -calorie, 107-grams-of-fat 
behemoth that one health- advo- 
cacy group dubbed “food porn.” In 
the burger lab, researchers strive for 
greater levels of decadence, employ- 
ing ingredients like onion-flavored 
mayo and jalapenos. 

There is much at stake in this 
kitchen: It is where the once -flag- 
ging food chain began its turn- 
around by creating an arsenal of 
ever-bigger beef-and-bun combos. 
Hardee’s expects to roll out a new 
burger every few months.

Presiding over this labora- 
tory is Bruce Frazer, the chief of 
research and development for 
CKE Restaurants Inc., the parent 
of Hardee’s Food Systems. 

There are the occasional flops, 
including the “smoked sausage burg- 
er” and the French onion burger. 

“Each step is a hurdle, and the 
product can fall off at any point,” 


said Brad Haley, executive vice 
president of marketing. 

Hardee’s has an army of food 
tasters for these would-be menu 
items. With a library about 700 e- 
mail addresses of downtown work- 
ers, every few weeks the company 
invites some to a free lunch in 


exchange for a critique. 

High fat content hasn’t been 
a problem — Hardee’s has found 
its niche being a contrarian. As 
restaurants scrambled in recent 
years to satisfy the health- con- 
scious, Hardee’s put its test kitch- 
en to work, perfecting Thickburger

incarnations fetching $2.39 to 
roughly $5. 

Now available in 10 varieties, 
the Thickburger has helped pro- 
pel Hardee’s to 21 straight months 
of same-store sales gains, those 
from stores open at least a year; 
such sales are considered the best 
gauge of performance. 

Frazer’s job is to help that 
growth. “We try a lot of things 
to find the one that really clicks,” 
Frazer said. “America’s palate is 
evolving, and as long as we keep 
up with that we’ll be in good shape.”
